Environmental Protection 


Protection of natural resources has become an ever-increasing concern. 
It is the responsibility of all unit leaders to decrease, and if possible eliminate, 
damage to the environment when conducting all types of operations. 
Environmental risk management parallels safety risk management (as 
discussed in Annex C) and is based on the same philosophy and principles. 


The environmental risk assessment and management process consists 

of the following steps: 

e Identify the hazards. 

e Assess the hazards. 

e Make environmental risk decisions. 

e Brief the chain of command. 

e Implement controls. 

e Supervise. 


For detailed procedures, refer to the discussion of risk management in 
FM 3-20.15 (Appendix G). The following illustrations show a sample 
environmental management worksheet, both blank and with completed 
entries.
